, SCHOOL, REPORT. 


District No. 1 (Blanchard). 


This school has had three terms during the year, and all 
were taught by Miss Nellie M. Peverly. Every term ap- 
peared to be profitable. In some of the branches of study 
good progress was made. Reading may be mentioned as 
one. Very good advancement was made in arithmetic, 
both written and mental. Of grammar we cannot speak so 
favorably. The scholars went over too much ground to be 
thorough. They did not have enough of careful drill in 
parsing and analyzing to put into practical use what they 
learned. Fair progress was made in geography. Declama- 
tion was practised, and it added a fine feature to the exer- 
cises. During the summer and fall terms very good discipline 
was maintained. In the winter the school was not under 
complete control. At the closing examination we noticed, 
with deep regret, that a few of the boys were disrespectful 
to their teacher. This ought to be one of the best schools 
in town. It already has a fair standing. The scholars are 
bright and active, capable of making themselves the pride 
of their district and town. ‘The district is favored with an 
abundance of school money. This will procure the best of 
teachers. At the close of the winter term Miss Peverly was 
honored by the scholars with a present of a Bible. The 
presentation was accompanied with a neat address by one of 
the girls. 
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District No. 2 ( Upper West Road). 


No official report of this school has been received. It is 
reported that the examining committee performed his duty 
in visiting the school. His failure to forward a report is, 
doubtless, owing to some good reason. ‘The first term was 
taught by Miss Nellie M. Brown, of Fisherville, and the sec- 
ond by Miss Emma A. Small. According to general report, 
both teachers were successful. Miss Brown had taught pre- 
viously in the district, and established an excellent reputa- 
tion as a teacher. It is a matter of deep regret that a fuller 
report of the school cannot be made. 


District No. 3 ( Borough ). 


In reporting this school we can but repeat the already 
loud praises which Miss Ayers has always received wherever 
she has taught. The school has been a success, and the 
people of the district have been fortunate in having their 
money so usefully expended. There were but few scholars 
present at the opening examination, but there are only a few 
in the district. At the close of the term all were present, 
and appeared interested. Excellent progress was made. A 
good number of visitors were also present to witness the 
closing exercises. 

District No. 4 ( Baptist ). 


Summer term taught by Miss Anna A. Shaw, of Chi- 
chester. Miss Shaw is a very good teacher, and the term 
was quite successful. ‘The attendance of some of the pupils 
was rather irregular, as they were needed at home to work. 
Order and attention were very good, and fair progress was 
made. 

The winter term was taught by Mrs. C. C. Clough. This 
term was quite successful. There was a desire by parents 
and pupils that Mrs. Clough should teach. This gave her a 
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favorable commencement. During the entire term order 
reigned supreme. As the teacher remarked, the pupils 
learned to respect themselves, and, as a result, they learned 
to respect others. Mrs. Clough knows well how to have a 
school govern itself. This is the grand secret of good order, 
and one great point of a good school. The instruction was 
of a practical kind—not for show, but for use. It included 
elementary principles, and their application to the branches 
studied ; also the uses of most of the sciences in a business 
relatian. Attention was also given to moral deportment, 
and the manners and customs of society, all of which we 
think are very important to be taught in the primary school. 
A thoroughness was attained rarely found in such a school. 
The school ranks high among the schools of the town. Mrs. 
Clough has returned nearly a perfect register—a rare thing 
in this town. Under the head of remarks, she writes as 
follows: ‘* Our term of school has been in all respects very 
pleasant. Nothing has occurred to mar our happiness to- 
gether as scholars and teacher. Without resorting to co- 
ercive measures, the scholars have proved themselves, in 
every respect, obedient and respectful. They have willingly 
complied with school regulations by persuasion, which is 
highly commendable and worthy of imitation. Our vacation 
from teaching has been somewhat lengthy (seventeen years), 
but the present term has awakened the same interest and 
love for teaching as in former years. It is to be presumed 
we have hardly kept pace with the present style of teaching, 
yet we have aimed in all points for thoroughness in our sev- 
eral branches of study.” 


District No. 5 ( Hackleborough ). 


Both terms were taught by Miss Nancie M. Foster. The 
school still maintains its good reputation under her instrue- 
tion. The scholars are generally distinguished for studious 
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habits, thoroughness in all the branches of study pursued, 
and for their good deportment, both in and out of the school- 
room. With a teacher who understands her business as well 
as Miss Foster, the school could hardly be otherwise than 
eminently successful. 

District No. 6 ( Hill’s Corner ).

The summer term was taught by Miss Mattie E. Ayers. 
She secured the good will of her scholars, and labored hard 
for their advancement. The term was short, but a marked 
improvement was made. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Louise A. Eaton. 
The district has been fortunate again in securing her services. 
Owing to the inclemency of the weather, the committee did 
not attend the closing examination. The teacher says the 
interest of the school did not abate during the term. Miss 
Katon distinguishes herself in the contrel she has over her 
pupils, both in and out of school. 


District No. 7 ( Center ). 


Rev. Mr. Doldt served as examining committee. of this 
district, and he reports as follows: “I visited each term 
taught by Miss Foster twice, and found the scholars making 
good progress. Order and labor were manifest on the part 
of both teacher and scholars; hence the success which fol- 
lowed. I also visited, at three different times, the winter 
term, taught by Mr. Moulton. Mr. Moulton evidently be- 
lieved the scholars had come to school to study, and therefore 
would do right; hence he submitted the government of the 
school to their honor. But he soon found that element want- 
ing in some of his pupils; and when he assumed the gov- 
ernment himself, some trouble arose, which resulted in ex- 
pelling three of the larger boys. After this, commendable 
progress was made. At the close of the term the pupils 
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presented Mr. Moulton with a handsome silver napkin ring, 
which showed their appreciation of his labors.”” Mr. Moulton 
writes in his register as follows: ‘The school-room in dis- 
trict No. 7 is about all that could be desired. Single seats 
and desks would materially aid both teacher and pupils. A 

set of outline maps is greatly needed. I think, also, that a 
clock and a thermometer should be in every school-room. 
These would not be costly, and would be a great benefit. 
The teacher labors under the disadvantage of a short term, 
and also regrets that he had trouble with any scholars, as it 
must necessarily injure the school more or less. J have en- 
deavored faithfully to do my duty, and think the term has 
not been without profit. I am grateful for the codperation 
and support of the district and Superintending Committee.” 


District No. 8 (Shaker ). 


The first term was taught by Asenath C. Stickney, and the 
-second by Hliza A. Stratton. Both teachers are well deserv- 
ing of our thanks for their interest in maintaining a well- 
ordered and active school. Not in the least have they devi- 
ated from their former zeal in the education of the youth and 
children. The care exercised in the study of reading was 
very commendable, it being labor in the right direction. All 
the scholars of the school were carefully regarded, and the 
term closes quite satisfactorily. 


District No. 10 (Depot). 


The summer term, taught by Miss Francis A. Pickard, 
was highly suecessful. Miss P. appears to govern through 
kindness and love, tempered with a good degree of firmness. 
This wins the. respect of the pupils, and government is ren- 
dered comparatively easy. She was engaged to teach the 
Fall term, but after teaching five weeks, with the same suc- 
cess as before, she was unfortunately compelled to give up 
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the school on account of illness. This rendered it necessary 
to have a winter term, which was taught by Miss Myra J. 
Ayers, a young beginner in the business of teaching. Rev. 
J. B. Higgins, who attended the closing examination, writes 
about her school as follows: ‘‘ I must say that I never visited 
a school which appeared to better advantage. The reading 
and spelling were excellent, and in all the recitations the 
scholars were prompt and correct, with scarcely an ‘excep- 
tion. No hesitancy or guessing was manifest, as is too fre- 
quently the case in some schools. The order was perfect. 
The teacher seemed to have almost a mesmeric power over 
her pupils. They appeared to mind the slightest indication 
of her wish. I do not know what success Miss Ayers will 
have hereafter as a teacher, but she has made a beginning 
which any one might envy.” 


District No. 11 ( Colby). 


Miss N. M. Foster was appointed to examine this school, 
and she reports as follows: “‘Summer term taught by Miss 
Louisa M. Pickard. This was her first term of teaching, and 
it was avery successful one. ‘The exercises at the close of 
the term were very interesting. Recitations in Arithmetic 
and Geography were especially so. Everything indicated 
that attention had been given to thoroughness. Ixperience 
will make Miss Pickard one of our best teachers. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Hannah lToster. As 
was the case in the summer, the impressions from my first 
visit were very favorable as to the result ; but I am sorry to 
have to say that the appearance at the close failed to meet 
my expectation. At that time some of the large scholars 
manifested a lack of interest, which had never been discoy- 
ered in previous visits, and which had much to do with the 
appearance of the school. It is hoped those scholars will 
bear in mind that in order to insure a pleasant and success- 
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ful school, their own efforts should be in unison with their 
teacher. In some of the younger classes, in reading, good 
improvement was made ; also, in writing, there was marked 
improvement.” 


District No. 12 ( Carter ). 


No official report of this school has been received. The 
summer term of four weeks was taught by Miss Ella F. Sar- 
gent, of Boscawen. She writes in her register as follows: 
‘The school has been too short for that improvement which 
might have been made had the term been longer. The schol- 
ars have seemed to study hard, and I think they have tried 
to take advantage of the short term by redoubling their ex- 
ertions. JI have endeavored to make each step in their sey- 
eral studies as plainly understood as possible; and particu- 
larly in Arithmetic, I have tried to make the rules practical. 
In regard to interest taken by parents and others I have a 
word to say. ‘There seems to be a general lack of interest 
manifest by those whose duty it is to feel interest in the pro- 
gress of their children. This is not as it should be. Visits 
by parents encourage the teacher in teaching, and the pupil 
in learning. If children know their parents feel interest 
enough to visit the school, they are likely to try much harder 
to learn than they otherwise would. The committee ap- 
pointed to examine this school has sadly neglected his duty, 
not having visited the school at all; and this is my most 
prominent reason for making these remarks.” | 

The winter term was taught by Miss Sarah HE. Wiggin. It 
is reported that, owing to ill health, Mr. Taylor, the examin- 
ing committee for this district, did not visit the school. Ac- 
cording’ to all reports, the term was a profitable one. Rev. 
Mr. Doldt, who visited the school unofficially, was very 
favorably impressed with its appearance. He says the 
large scholars, particularly, appeared to appreciate the im- 
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portance of making all the improvement possible, and that 
their efforts were in harmony with the teacher in trying to 
render the school pleasant and profitable. In Geography, 
attention was given to map-drawing. Thanks are due the 
teacher for forwarding to the committee drawings of many 
of the States, very nicely executed by George K. Noyes and 
Frank EK. Streeter. 

It will be seen, by the foregoing district reports, that our 
schools are in a condition to give encouragement to all who 
are interested in the progress of education.

SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


District No. 1. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Josephine Baker. It 
was very much regretted that Miss B. was obliged to leave the 
school at the end of eight weeks on account of sickness. It is 
believed that this teacher gave general satisfaction, and the 
scholars made good progress during the time. 

The Winter term was kept twelve weeks by John George, 
2d. Excellent order was maintained in this school. The 
teacher took great pains in drilling the classes in the art of 
reading, which was a decided improvement. The examination 
of the other branches taught showed that the advancement 
was commendable. 


District No. 2. 


Miss Julia Morgan was again procured to teach the Summer 
term of twelve weeks. So far as I could see, the same course 
of interest was adopted as in the preceding summer. The 
teacher was as persistent in her efforts and as thorough in her 
instructions, and if the district found any fault it was not dis- 
covered by the committee. 

H. M. Felch taught the Winter term of twelve weeks. Sat- 
isfaction was not given to a portion of the district during the 
first part of the term. Complaint was made, and being visited 
by the committee and others, a little advice was offered to the 
teacher and scholars, after which the school became more prof- 
itable. At the examination there were only five scholars pres- 
ent, on account of the inclemency of the weather. Consequent- 
ly, I am unable to tell the exact progress made. Mr. F.’s Reg- 
ister was not properly filled out. 


District No. 3. 


Miss Abbie Gay, an experienced teacher, taught both Sum- 
mer and Fall terms, consisting of twelve weeks each. My first 
visit found teacher and scholars interested in their work, and 
the closing examination showed that a good degree of progress 
had been attained. The many citizens who were present at 
the close of the term indicated their regard for the success of 
the school. Such an interest manifested by parents serves to 
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encourage and lighten the labors of the teacher, and render 
the school of much more practical utility than can be attained 
where they exhibit indifference. 

The Winter term, commencing Dec. 2d, and closing Feb. 
26th, was under the instruction of your committee. The 
teacher finds no fault with the seholars (with one exception), 
and mostof them manifested a desire to learn. In regard 
to the improvement made in their studies, he begs leave to re- 
fer to those who witnessed any of the examining exercises. 


District No. 4. 


Miss Nellie Nelson taught two weeks. The school was con- 
tinued eight weeks longer, under the supervision of Miss Han- 
nah M. Bates. This teacher received the unqualified approba- 
tion of all interested. The school was marked by ease and 
quietness, by prompt and clear recitations, and by thorough 
instruction. Miss B.’s devotion to her school was worthy of 

raise. 

: The Winter school was directed eleven weeks by F. P. Sar- 
gent. This was his first term. Time improved this school. 
The teacher was obliged to inflict corporal punishment upon 
some of the scholars to bring them into subjection. At the 
final examination, the classes in reading and the primary 
classes evidently had been faithfully drilled. If there had 
been more illustrating upon the blackboard, it would have been 
an advantage to the classes in arithmetic. 


District No. 5. 


Miss Mattie M. Messer commenced the Summer term, but in 
one week left, for reasons unknown to me. Miss Grace H. 
Manahan was then engaged, who had eleven weeks of profit- 
able school. She was liked by all, especially by her scholars. 
The discipline was good, and the teacher labored hard for the 
benefit of the pupils, and with good results. 

The Winter term was taught fourteen weeks by Miss L. M. 
Dana. On visiting the school at the commencement it seemed 
to be well regulated, and the pupils progressing under good in- 
struction. Not being informed in season to be present at its 
close, there was no special examination. However, judging 
from the remarks made in the teacher’s register, and of the 
general report of the school, it is believed that it was one of 
profit, and that Miss Dana ranks among our first-class teachers. 


District No. 6. 
The Summer term of ten weeks and Winter of thirteen were 
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taught by Miss Mattie H. Pillsbury. This school, although 
quite small in numbers, contains some excellent scholars, 
whose examination was creditable to themselves and their 
teacher. I am sorry to say, it is cruel and unreasonable to suf- 
fer as good a teacher as Miss P. to stay in such a dilapidated 
old school-house, and compel children to attend school where 
they are obliged to sit upon rude seats hour after hour unable 
to touch the floor with their feet, shivering in their cloaks and 
overcoats ; yet such has been the condition of the children of 
this school during some of the long cold days of the past win- 
ter, for I have witnessed the fact. Perhaps some of the parents, 
sitting cosily around their warm firesides at home, think the 
winter days were not long; but had they been in the places of 
their children, unable to keep warm by huddling close to the 
stove, they would have thought them long enough. 


DISTRICT No. 7. 


Miss Addie Messer, teacher the Summer term of ten weeks. 
This was her first experience in teaching, but it was a success 
in almost every particular. She isa young lady of marked 
proficiency, and I have no doubt is destined to become one of 
our very best teachers. The examination was quite satisfac- 
tory. 

Miss Sadie Nichols kept the Winter term of thirteen weeks 
with her former good success. Miss N. is an energetic teacher, 
and has the respect of the parents and scholars of this district. 


REMARKS. 


On the whole, I am inclined to give the schools of the 
town a higher rank than in former years. I think there has 
been a manifest improvement in some of them. The disposi- 
tion of the scholars generally has been to obey. A teacher 
has the right to inflict reasonable corporal punishment. 
He must exercise judgment and discretion in determin- 
ing when to punish and to what extent. Various considera- 
tions must be regarded,—the nature of the offence, the motive 
and disposition of the offender, the sex, age, size of the pupil 
to be punished. Among people much difference prevails as to 
the circumstances which will justify the infliction of punish- 
ment. On account of this difference of opinion, and the difficul- 
ty in determining what is a reasonable punishment, and the 
advantage which the teacher has by being on the spot to 
know all the cireumstances—the manner, look, and tone of the

offender (which are not always easily described)—considerable 
allowance should be made to the teacher to protect him in the 
exercise of his discretion. Especially should he have this in- 
dulgence when he appears to have acted from good motives 
and not from malice. I think there is one test of the excel- 
lence of a school which should be used very cautiously, and that 
is:the like or dislike of the scholars. Children do not always 
judge wisely, nor can they be expected to; yet with some it is 
conclusive against the merits of a teacher if the scholars say 
they “de not like” him orher. If a parent has anything to 
offer for the benefit of the school, it is far better for him to go 
privately to the teacher with it rather than gossip from neigh- 
bor to neighbor; and a person who will do it to the injury of 
the school should be severely rebuked. Parents should never 
be the unkind critics, but the friends, and if need be the coun- 
sellors of the teacher ; and a good teacher will be thankful for 
counsel in the spirit of kindness.
